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REMARKS

the present application. 

Claims 2-12 are now present in this application. Claims 2, 3, 4, 7 and 
10 are independent. By this amendment, claims 2-4, 6, 7, 9 and 10 have been 
amended. No new matter is involved. 

Reconsideration of this application, as amended, is respectfully 
requested. 

Entry of Amendments 

Applicant respectfully submits that it is proper to enter the claim 
amendments because they amend the claims as suggested by the Examiner in 
the Advisory Action dated May 19, 2006, and place the claims in condition for 
allowance.
